One-House Plan Unsound 


In the present arrangement for choosing California law- 
makers, the rural areas as well as the big cities are represent- 


In Governor Olson’s proposed measure to create a uni- 
eameral (one house) legislature, the big cities only would be 
represented at Sacramento. 

The present balance of power—an_ effective safeguard 
against discrimination and exploitation—has been made pos- 
sible by the so-called *‘federal plan’’ of representation. Un- 
der that plan, the Assembly, chosen on a population basis, is 
largely dominated by ‘“‘big ecity’’ politicians. The Senate, 
selected on a territorial basis, is dominantly rural. 

California is the No. 1 farm state of the nation. It is also 
rapidly becoming one of the nation’s great industrial states. 
The many interests should be properly represented in the 
law-making agencies. 

With all of its defects, the two-house plan is far more 
satisfactory than the city-dominated one-house plan as advo- 
eated by Governor Olson.

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| Along Arctic Highway-- {COUNTY SHARE OF 


BY FRANCIS R. LINE 

The Great Arctic highway ex- 
tends through Finland from Ro- 
vaniemi on the Arctic circle to 
Liinahamari on the Arctic ocean. 
At no other place in the world 
does active civilization extend as 
far north as in Finland and Nor- 
way. 

Rovaniemi, the great highway’s 
southern terminus, is Finland’s 
newest city ,with modern apart- 
ments and office buildings co- 
mingled with rude heavy log struc- 
tures of backwoods life. Its hotel 
is one of the finest in Finland, 
which is to say that it ranks high 
among the good hotels of any 
country. After three days in the 
\city enjoying the excitement and 
incongruities of the “Festival of 
Lights”, we boarded a bus for the 
north. 

Everyone (including ourselves) 

speaks of this country as “little 
Finland. For 318 miles we rode 
northward on the great highway. 
To the southward it was nearly 
600 miles down to Helsinki (Hel- 
singfors). Finland is thus not 
far from one thousand miles in 
length; only six countries of Eur- 
ope have a greater area. She is 
small in population but not in size, 
|ambition or ideas. 
Just at the outskirts of Ro- 
|vaniemi the bus driver kindly 
|stopped to let us film the large 
|sign, in four languages, reading 
“Arctic Circle’. From that point 
northward the highway cut for 
miles through heavy forest, Here 
and there in small clearings were 
the log huts and rude sheds of 
|Finnish settlers, painted 
jall) in their inevitable red. Each 
tiny clearing meant toil—a strug- 
gle to push back the forest; each 
jlittle home meant that a family 
jof hardy pioneers was doing its 
bit to extend civilization into re- 
mote places. 

It was nearing the first of July 
jand spring plowing had just be- 
gun. The first frosts commence 
in August. Only with the aid of 
continuous sunlight can there be 
any hope at all of growing a crop
